Then his we 
became ill and he finally look the 
night watchman's Job at $3.50 per 
night-thlB to support a family or 
Blx working at any other thing that 
might earn a few dollars this man 
had run down to the extent that he 
became 111. His landlady claimed he 
owed two weeks* rent and was for 
putting the children out on the street 
the very night he had appealed for

There was a business meeting 
of tlie olHcers of hia church on Sun- 
day ut nine, bo that he had to leave 
the house shortly after breakfast. 
Church services are at eleven and he 
does not like to be absent He was 
Invited out to dinner at one. there was 
a tea at the house of one of his nc- 
qualntunces a\ four, and he«wna due 
to muke a short speech at a fraternal 
meeting ut six.

DeGroff Goes For Aid 

Following the shooting, the roblier 
fell over dead and the detective lay 
in the cinders gasping for breath. 
As soon as the latter was able, he 
went to the Lake Villa freight office 
to summon aid. believing that both 
men were dead, and that there were 
evidently more thieves in the vicin- 
ity. 

Phones Sheriff 

DeGroff telephoned Special Agent 
C. S. Boyiugtou and also Sheriff Doo- 
llttle at Waukegan. who had. a few 
minutes prior to the notification, re- 
ceived a report from the Highland 
Park hospital that a wounded man 
Imd been lirought tliere. After listen- 
ing with doubt to the victim as he ac- 
connttid for his injuries by telling an 
elaborate holdup story.

UK Island of Ball, only a nnmo 
to thousands of people who 
pass on round-the-world trips, 
Is n social nnd sociological curi- 
osity. Its natives nre what bloloslsts 
might call "sporu" In East Indian 
ethnology. 

It lies a night's crulso east of Javn. 
It is obout 00 miles long, with a 10,500 
foot peak nnd more than n million 
peaceful, polygnmous people. Its 
women are the fairest In all Malaysia 
—and n dressmaker would starve. 

One Btmnge aspect after nnother 
breaks on tho observer. Books nro 
bound from tree leaves, llellglon is 
the chief occupation. Trial marriage 
usually takes. It is a land of tho 
slimmest women and the fattest pips. 
Birds talk nnd bulternies fly llko 
birds. Praying to pagan gods nnd 
fooling pugnn devils are the main 
pastimes. Tourist attractions nre 
, many, but tourists few. 

Tho nuoat for photographic advcn- 

I lure along the Island paths, past green 

i fields, temples, and walled villages, Is 

1 an endless delight— unless n cnrabao 

suddenly llounJers up from th6 mud to 

chase the white man. Ball children 

ride these clumsy creatures, and even 

when one nms nmuck It la said n 

small boy swishing a switch through 

the nlr may cause the mad hcast to 

turn aside In his charge. But here, 

as In the Phtllpplncs, there seems to 

be something In the looks or smell of 

n white man which tho carabao doesn't 

like. 

Such butterllles ns one sees In Balll 
Orange and white, black nnd yellow, 
or black and green, and huge purple 
ones, all nylng like birds, not Ilutter- 
Ing, as ours do. And there are wild 
chickens In tho wooils, tho cocks brll- 
llontly jcolored, nnd a talking bird they 
call the beo, a black, sluggish fowl 
with dangling yellow wattles— nn 
ugly thing, like a wattled old woman, 
! The Ball village Is a group of kam- 
pongs or compounds. Each surrounds 
Boverul little houses nnd n few smaller 
Btrucluros used as gmnnrlcs and built 
high to save tho grain from pigs and 
rats. Ono house may shelter several 
families. Usually tho Ball hut Itself 
Is n small, nlpnllke. tliatchod affair, 
with a fnimo of poles. A few feet 
above tho ground Is a platform, where 
one sees the family lying around nt 
ease during much of tho day. But 
whenever one of these family groups 
Is approached with a camera, tho mem- 
bers of the household will roll oft the 
-platforms nnd sidle over to the next 
bouse. 

Tho "Undorsluna" Pig. 
The Ball pig la a physical curiosity 
—like a dachshund with n pig's make- 
up. Even In Infancy his tummy nl- 
most dmgs on the ground. In youth 
he hns no youthful^Ogure. He Is "un- 
'derslung,'* so to speak, nnd could 
never travel a road with "high cen- 
ters." The older he gets, tho bigger 
his wnlstllne. And his back sags like 
that of an old family nag ridden when 
too young. 

Ball, too. Is the land of big nolso. 
There's no brawling, but If It Isn't 
the native orchestra, It Is the roosters 
that keep up the racket They crow 
by the thousands, long before day. 
Before they Qult, tho pigs begin to 
Bqueal— not from hunger, for they're 
nil fat Fornging In tho cool of tho 
morning or lying In midday shade, 
they test their squealers. They seem 
to want to tell the world that here 
no Moslem prejudice against pork can 
cramp nny pig's style or restrain him 
from self -expression. 

One sees these Ball pigs,' each In his 
own wicker cage llko a prize bird, 
being loaded on Bhlps for export to 
Singapore. Tho deck la piled Ave 
tiers high with tho fnt, waddling 
crcntures, whose squcaUng chorus al- 
most drowns out the ship's siren,' 

ncre pork Is tho only meat eaten. 
Cattle are raised, but for export Big, 
brown, beautiful creatures they nre, 
with a slnglunr wlilte patch on their 
hind quarters. Seen from behind, thoy 
look ns If they were wearing white 
pants. At times tho bulls figure In a 
rcllgloua ceremony nnd nre decorated 
with big bells, 

Artlsta who have known many fa- 
mous models In American and Euro- 
pean art centers, ossert that few 
Bpedmena of the human race are so 
easy to look nt ns tho beautiful women 
of Ball, Ercc^, slender limbed, small 
of wrist and ankle, with tapering fin- 
ffira, and long, wavy tresses falling 
over a smooth skin nearly white or 



light bronze; with perfect even teeth 
and a singular grace nnd dignity of 
carriage, they have few physical 
equals among womankind. 

Drama, Dance and Religion. 
In Ball tho plny's the thing, nnd all 
over, the Island the drama nnd tho 
dance go on throughout the year. But 
a playwrighr would starve; and no 
"new steps" nro ever Introduced by 
Ball dancing girls. Here there's never 
n "first night'* nor a new show. To- 
day Ball enjoys the same songs, 
dances, and drama It knew centuries 
ago, nil based on Island folklore, 
mythology, and historical legends. Yet 
nobody seems bored. Even the chil- 
dren know tho lines and songs by 
heart; they follow the players' every 
word and gesture with close attention. 
Such demons as ruin the rlco crops 
or bring disease to carabao, nnd tho 
demigods who have Influenced the 
lives of tho Balincso through the cen- 
turies, Hgure In the songs nnd drama. 
Shows nro usually given In tho day- 
time, ngalnst n temple or a natural 
back drop of Jungle green. 

Hindu temples, big and little, cover 
this thickly Inhabited Island. Mos- 
lem Immigrants have come over from 
Java, of course, and one sees Chinese 
proprietors of shops where even 
Amerlcan-mnde hand fowing machines 
nre on sale, but neither Cross nor 
Crescent Bcom to have gained much 
foothold on Ball. One singular story 
Is told of nn early Christian mission- 
ary who, after long efforts Anally 
made one" Ball convert But this na- 
tive apostate, thus cut oft from his 
klntl, Anally tunicd on tho mlsslonury 
who had made hlra n social outcast 
and killed him. 

Religion Is everything In Ball. It 
seems to Inspire nil worl; nnd play. 
No ono seems lonely; there are no 
beggars, no drunkards, no prostitutes. 
Every net Is senico to the temple 
gods; every spot la holy, nnd every 
penceful hour seems sanctified to dally 
life. Here tho external and spiritual 
world nre closely akin. 

In tho prettiest spot on every llttlo 
farm stands the family altar, usually 
shaded by trees or plants. Here the 
farmer builds tho wood or stono allara 
to tho goUa of hIa choice. Should a 
man's prayers go unanswered, he la 
quite Justlflcd In doniollshlng his ex- 
isting altars and building new ones 
to a new divinity. 

Irrigation Is Skillful.. 
Ko region on earth Is more highly 
.cultivated than the tillable parts of 
Ball, llere Irrigation Is applied to 
Its utmost refinement In building 
reservoirs, or waduks, In laying out 
nnd digging canals nnd laterals, the 
Ballnese nro among the world's most 
skillful engineers. So highly was 
their system developed that when 
Dutch engineers came they had noth- 
ing to add. • 
■ On Ball, ns In tho United States, 
Irrigation districts are set up. Ench 
controls Its own wnter supply. . nnd 
water rights nro equltnbly distributed. 
It also regulates land transfers nnd 
holdings. Tho plnntlng of crops, thoi 
tending of cattle, nnd collection olJ 
rates are nil supervised by these co- 
operative nssoclntlons. 

Illco la tho chief food, 'but wheat 
copra, groundnuts, tobacco, fruit, and 
onions are also grown. Cattle, hides, 
horns and Bwlno are exported. 
For Ita soop, crude hardware, tools, 
and a limited amount of cloth and 
clothing. Ball depends on Imports 
bundled by Chinese nnd Dutch trnd- 
era; but to a singular degree, tho 
Island la a self-contained garden of 
Eden, where life Is easy nnd food 
plentiful. 

Swift nnd sweeping ns change la 
In our modern, Inventive world, Ball 
responda but slowly. Hero tho well 
dressed young man and everybody else 
need wear only tho sarong— h multi- 
colored strip- of batik, about a ynrd 
wide, wound nround tho wnlat nnd 
hanging to the knees. Till "cheap fnc- 
tory-mnde saronga came from Europe, 
these simple garments ^%■cre works-of 
art for nt weaving, ns nt carving nnd 
In the fabrication of objccta of gold 
nnd Bllver. tho Ballnese are sUlIlful. 
Only on entering the temples must 
women cover the upiier part of their 
bodies. For tlila thoy use a' light 
Bcarf. 

When one stops to think that Ball, 
with Us singular charms. Is only a 
nlght*8 run from the tourist path 
through Soerabnyn, ono wonders that 
Irresistible clvlllEatlon has not al- 
ready upset Us primitive life.

Consulting the Great Turtle 

CI.AIUVOVANTS. mediums, fortune 
tf'Ilcrs nnd other fnkora played 
upon the erpdiillty of the Indiana In 
the early days of America much na 
they do' today upnn the more credu- 
InuH whites. Their phyRicIans nnd 
HurgcoiiH. too, were apt to give their 
medicines, nnd perform their openi- 
tlons t<i thi* healing; of rattles nnd 
tomtoniH. SnmclInioH ihey Hurround- 
cd themselves with much myRtldsm. 

Alexander Ilonry, who was a cap- 
tive of the Clilppewns In 17(13 nnd 
17GI. at that time a cannibal tribe, 
and who hovered on the brim of tho 
broth pot for a year. In his memoirs 
relntos how lie witnessed nn Indian 
medium's consultation of tho Great 

Turtle. 

Codrlors had arrived at Ssult Ste. 
Marie with word that the war between 
the English and Indians \«ia over; 
that the Engllah had come with n 
mighty army nnd that tho indlnna 
must makn pence at once or he de- 
stroyed. The Indians could not wholly 
trust the couriers. Hd they decided 
to Invoke the Great Turtle to learn 
tho real facta. 

The Great Turtle, they said, knew 
all nnd never told them lies. In prep- 
aration for the Invocation a large 
house was built Inside this n teepee 
nbout ten feet hl«h and four feet In 
diameter was bnllt It hnd a wooden 
framework nnd was covered with 
skins. The entire village sat down 
nround this teepee to witness the 
events. 

Finally the priest or medicine man' 
appeared. He stripped practically 
naked and crawled Into the lent 
Henry describes tho action that re- 
sulted ns follows: 

"His head was scarcely within side 
when the edifice, massy as It vas, be- 
gan to shake; numerous voices were 
henril, some yelling, some barking ns 
dogs, some howling lllce wolves, nnd 
In the horrible concert were mingled 
pcrenms nnd sol)S, ns of despair, 
angffiHh nnd the sharpest pain. Artic- 
ulate Rpeecli was also uttered, ns If 
from human lips, but In a tongue un- 
known to nny of the audience. 

"After some time these confused 
nnd frigiitful noises were succeeded 
by n perfect silence; and now n voice, 
not heard before, seemed to manifest 
the arrival of a new character In the 
tent This was a low nnd feeble voice, 
resembling tho cry of a young puppy. 
"Tho Kound was no snonor dis- 
tinguished than all the Indiana 
clapped their hands for Joy, exclaim- 
ing lliat this was tho Chief Spirit the

Other voices wldch they had discrimi- 
nated from time to time, tiiey had 
previously ids.sed. as recognizing them 
to belong to evil nnd lying spirits, 
which deceive mankind. 

"New sounds cnnie from tho tent. 
During lite space of half nn hour a 
RucceHslon of songs were heard In 
which a diversity of voices met the 
oar. From his first entrance, till these 
tiongs were nnlsliod, we heard nothing 
of tlie proper voice of the priest; but 
now lie addressed the multitude, de- 
claring the presence of tlie Great 
Tiirlii! and the uplrlfa readiness to 
answer such questions ns should bo 
proposLMl. 

"Tlif questions came from the chief 
of the village, who was silent till nfter 
lie had put a large quantity of tobac- 
co into the tent Introducing It nt the 
nperlme. This was n sacrifice 
oITered to the spirit; for spirits nre 
supposed by the Indians to be us fond 
of tobacco ns tlieniselves. 
^"The tobacco accepted, Jie desired 
the priest to Inquire whether or not 
the English were preparing to make 
war upon the Indians; and whether 
there were or not at Fort Niagara a 
large number of English troops. 

"Tliesc questions having been put 
by the priest, tlie tent Instantly shook; 
nnd for some seconds after. It con- 
tinued to rock BO violently thnt I ex- 
pected to see It leveled to the ground. 
All this was n prelude, na 1 supposed, 
to the anfftver to bo given; hut n ter- 
rific cry announced, with sufllcient In- 
tclllglV'illty, the departure of the 
Turtle." 

*\\ quarter of nn hour passed,' 
Henry relates, "and tho spirit of the 
Tiirllo returned. It began an Impns- 
filoned speech which none In tiie au- 
dience could uuderstaniL When that 
wns done the priest who pretended to 
updorstand It, gave bis Mntcrprctntlon.' 
"The spirit said that In Its absence 
It had crossed Lake Huron, gone to 
Niagara, to Montreal and other places 
and had Investigated what was going 
on along tho St Lawrence river. 
Questioned na to what would happen 
If tlie Indians made tho journey to 
the Engllsli port, tho Turtle said: 

"'Sir William .lohnson will fill your 
cnnoea wllli presents, with blankets, 
kettles, guna, gunpowder and shot and 
large barrels of rum, such as the 
stoutest of tlie Indians will not bo 
nblo to lift; and every man will re- 
turn Hafely to hIa fninlly.* , - 

"Wherent tho peace party was or- 
ganized and a hundred Indians, all 
eager to Join U, cried: 
"•I will go, tool I will go, toor?*

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Greeks First to Divide 

Day Into Equal Parts 

It Is not dcfinliely known just how 
the day hapiiened to be divided Into 
24 hours. At the time of the Hninerlc 
poems the day was divided Into lliroo 
purrs— the first beginning witli sunrise 
nnd comprising llmt part during which 
the light Increased; the second, mid- 
day, during wliieh llie sun was thtrngiit 
to stand still, and the tlilrd period dur- 
ing which the niinitsplierlc warmth in 
creased. These divisions were later 
suhdiviiled eliher by Anaxliuander or 
Annxlnilnes, who Is said to have made 
llie Greeks acc|uainied with ilie use of 
tiie Ihibylnninn chronometer or sun- 
dial, by means of wldch the natural 
day was divided Into 12 equal spaces. 
Tiie earliest sundial of which we have 
knowledge was that of lite Chaldean 
astronomer Uerussus. who lived about 
aoo B. C. Its arc was divided into 12 
etpial parts of time. At Baitylon the 
period from sunrise to sunset and niso 
the period of darkness were each divid- 
ed Into 12 hours. According to tills 
nrrangemont. tlie day hour was in the 
summer longer than tiie night hour 
nnd in the winter sliorter. The Greeks 
Improved upon this system by dividing 
Uio whole period Into 12 equal hours.
